Wednesday, January 21st, 1824.—Tharty-fifth day. 


The Vice President of the United States appeared to-day and 
took the chair of the Senate.

Sundry inhabitants of Schuylkill county, Pennsylvania, praying 
atr increase of the duty on imported iron ;—By Mr. Lowaie. 

Mr. Lxuoyp, of Massachusetts, from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, to whom was referred the petition of William Vaughan, 
reported a bill, which was read, and passed to a secund reading. 

Mr. Luoxvp, of Massachusetts, from the same commiltee, to 
whom was referred a resolution subgsitted some time since by Mr. 
Lioyp, of Md. relating to the transportation of specie, or carrying 
of passengers, on board the public vessels of the United States, 
reported a bill to prohibit passengers or specie to be carried in the 
public vessels. except under certain restrictions. ‘The bill was 
read and passed fo a second reading. 

Mr. Rueétes, from the Committee on Claims, to whom was re 
committed the report on the petition of Hanson Kelly, reported.a 
bill for his relief, as instructed by the Senate ; read and passed to 
a second reading.

The bill concerning invalid pensioners, was also received irom 
the House of Representatives and read. 

The resolution submitted yesterday, by Mc. Surrn, (1) (fol. 
166.) was again read and agreed to. 

The bill for the relief of James Johuson was read a second time 
and referred. 

The bill from the House of Representatives making an appro- 
priation for opening a road from opposite Memphis, on the Missis- 
sippi, to Little Rock, in the Territory of Arkansas, was taken up, 
and the question being taken on ordering the bill to a third read- 
ing, Was carried. 

The amendments to the constitution were then taken up, end, 
having been read, were made the order of the day for to-morrow,; 
and the Senate went into consideration of Executive business; 
alter which Adjourned.

Mr. Rucézes, from the Committee on Claims, to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of Amasa Stetson, reported a bill for his relief; 
which was read, and passed to a second reading. 

Mr. BELL, from the Committee on Claims, reported unfavourably 
on the petition of Brintnell Robbins. 

Mr. Seymour, from the Committee on the Contingent Fund, to 
whom was referred a resolution respecting the appointment of an 
additional temporary Clerk in the office of the Secretary of the 
Senate, repOrted a resolution on that subject. , 

Mr. Kine, of Alabama, presented a communication from the 
Legislature of Alabama, requesting the aid of the Government in 
removing obstructions from the navigable waters of that State. 
Referred to the Committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Keiiy communicated a resolution of the Legislature of 
Alabama, requesting thé establishment of a District Court of the 
United States in the State of ‘l'eanessee ; which was laid on the 
table. 

Mr. Kexiy also communicated a memorial of the Legislature 
of Alabama, iespecting the mode of proceeding on the relinquish- 
ment of lands. Referred to the Committee on Public Lands.

Oi motton of Mr. Houmes, of Maine, the petition of George 
Ulmer, presented at the last Session of Congress, was referred to 
the Committee on Naval Affairs. 

Mr. Lioyp, of Mass. submitted the following: Resolved, That 
the Secretary of the Navy be requested to communicate to the 
Senate. so far as can be ascertained from the accounts in the Navy 
Department, the quantity of cordage manufactured from hemp of 
domestic growth, which has been used in the service of the navy 
since the year 1812, and the reason, if any, why cordage manu- 

factured from domestic hemp cannot be used as advantageously 
and as.economically, for the navy of the United States, as cordage 
manufactured from foreign hemp. (1) 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Relations, unfavour 
able to the petition of Richard O’Brien, was taken up and 
agreed to. 

The report of the Committee on Finance, unfavourable to the 
memorial of the Merchants’ Bank of Newport, R. 1. was taken up 
for consideration. [The petitioners pray that certain stamp duties, 
which they paid on the nofes of their bank, in the year 1817, may 
be refunded.| On motion of Mr. D’Wo xr the report was recom- 
mitted, with instructions to bring in a bill. 

The resolution submitted on Monday, by Mr. Homes, of 
Maine, (1 . 165.) was again read and agreed to. 

onan sed mer a Monday, by Mr. Jounson, of La. (2) 
(fol. 165.) was again read, and the question being put on agree- 
ing to the resolve, it was determined in the negative—Ayes 8. 

The resolution from the House of Representatives in rclation to 
an intended visit of the Marquis de la Fayette to the United States, 
was received, and twice read by general consent ; when on mo- 


Mr. Van 
Buren, asked and obtained leave to introduce the following re- 
solution: which was read, aod passed ta second reading: Re- 
solved, &c. ‘That the following amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States be proposed to the Legislatures of the severat 
States ; 

Congress shall have power to make roads and canals; but all 
money appropriated for the purpose, shall be apportioned among 
the several siates according to the last enumeration of their re- 
spective numbers, and applied to the making and repairing of roads 
aud canals’within the several states, as Congress may direct ; but 
any state may consent to the appropriation by Congress of its 
quota of such appropriation in the making or repairing of roads 
aud canals, without its own limits; no such road or canal shall, 
however, be made within any state, without the consent of the 
legislature thereof, and all such-money shall be s0 expended auder 
their direction.” (1) 

The joint resolution reported by a Select Committee of the 
Senate, proposing an amendment of the Constitatior in regard to 
the election of President and Vice President, was taken up, and, 
on motion of Mr. Barnour, was postponed to, and made the order 
of the day for, ‘Thursday next.

said list to be extracted fromthe Digest of Manufactures, and such other sources 
of information as he possessed, or could obtain ; and to specify, as far as possi- 
ble, the capital of each Factory, aud whether it is incorporated, or not by state 


laws. 
I have the honor of transmitting to the Senate a statement, prepared under 


the direction of this Department, in compliance with the :esolution. It has 
been found impracticable to make this return at an earlier day. It is now res- 
pectfully submitted.

The resolution proposed yesterday, by Mr. Lowrre, providing an 
inquiry into the expediency of placing the name of James Morrow 
on the pension list, was again read, and agreed to. 

The following resolution, proposed yesterday by Mr. Jounson, 
of La, (2) was taken up and agreed to. . 

Mr..Jounson, in support of his resolution, remarked, that, by 
the act of 1820, the Registers of the Land Offices at New-Orleans, 
Opelousas, and Ouachita, in the state of Louisiana, were required 
to receive notices, in writing, of all land claims in their respective 
districts, which had not previously been filed and acted on, with 
such*evidence as might be offered, with respect to them; and to 
make, tothe Secretary of the Treasury, on the first day of January 
thereafter, a report of all the claims filed in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the saidact. He said, that the Registers at New-Orleans, 
and ‘at Ouachita, faithfully performed the duties required of them 
by the law alluded to, and tha: their reports were acted upon by 
Congress at the last session. But he regretted that he was con- 


“strained'to say, that the former Register at Opelousas had grossly 


violated ‘his duty, and that the people of the district had, in conse- 
quence, been subjected to great inconvenience. No report had 
yet been received from him; and as he was some time since, ap 
imted ‘to another, office, it-is believed, by the Secretary of the 
reasury, that the Register now in office is not authorized to make 
the report contemplated by the act alluded to. The object of his 
‘Tesolution, therefore, he said, is, to obtain an act giving the necessa- 
ry authority to the present Register. 
_ Lhe bill to abolish imprisonment for debt was taken up, and made 
the order of the day for F tiday next. So 
The Senate proceeded, as in committee of the whole, Mr. Baa-

Mr. Finpay presented the petition of sundry persons, praying 
an increase of duties on certain imported articles, of which they 
are manufaciurers. Referred to the Committee on Commerce and 
Manulactures. 

The bill, introduced on leave granted yesterday, for the gradu- 
al supply of cannon, bombs, and howitzers, for the fortifications, was 
read the second time, and referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs. 

The bill for the relief of Hanson Kelly, was taken up, asin 
Committee of the whole, reported to the Senate without amend- 
ment, and passed to be engrossed and read the third time. 

The Senate then preceeded, as in Committee of the Whole, to 
consider the bill the better to secure the accountability Hf public offi- 
cers.

herein prescribed shall cease and determine, so far as:respects the 
vessels and merchandise imported into the United States in them, of 
such nations: and all the provisions of the acts imposing diserimi- 
nating foreign tonnage and impost duties in the United States, shall 
revive and be in full force, with regard to the said nations. 
Sect. 4. find be it further enacted, That, upon satisfactory evi- 
dence being given to the President of the United States, by the 
government of any foreign nation, that no discriminating duties of 
tonnage or impost are imposed or levied within the ports of the said 
nation, npon vessels wholly belonging to citizens of the United 
States, or upon merchandise, the produce or manufacture there- 
of, imported in the same, the President is hereby authorized to 
issue his proclamation, declaring that the foreign discriminating du- 
ties of tonnage and impost, within the United States, are, and shall 
be, suspended and discontinued, so far as respects the vessels of 
the said nation, and the merchandise of its produce or manufacture, 
imported into the United States in the same: the said suspension 
to take effect from the time of such notification being given to the 
President of the United States, and to continue so long as the re- 
ciprocal exemption of vessels, belonging to citizens of the United 
States, and merchandise as aforesaid, thereon laden, shall be con- 
tinued, and no longer.
